GOPHER DESTRUCTION. 


At the experimental ‘station 
Scott, Saskatchewan, during the 
summer of 1915, it was discov- 


of 11 bushels and 5 pounds per 


bushels and 21 pounds in the 
case of barley. The records 
from ‘which these losses were 
estimated were made’ between 
parts of the fields that were at- 
tacked and other parts in which 
they worked no damage. 

This information is given in 
a bulletin ‘issued by the experi- 
mental farm, and shows the tre- 
mendous loss to the farmer 
these pests are capable of if al- 
lowed to go unchecked. Several 
ways of destroying the pests are 
given but poisoning is regarded 
as the most effective. When 
this means is adopted great pre- 
caution should be taken to safe.

animals.

Never without a job, Robertson al- 
ways had time for more work. Others 
might play polo, but he was intent 
upon the pursuit of Bis profession. 
Now a railway tran officer with 
the Miranzi expedition, now an in- 
telligence officer at. headquarters up 
in the hills, Robertson was always 
doing work that mattered.’ And when 
the South African War broke out he 
becameé a staff officer and lieutenant- 
colonel.” 

Rose Rapidly 

The rest of his career has been a 
series of rapid promotions, which have 
carried the quondam trooper of Lan- 
cers to the highest post in the great- 
est army Britain has ever raised. 
But they have been promotions of the 
kind that people outside the army 
never hear about. Who could know, 
for instance; outside a limited circle 
of army men, that Robertson, as Com. 
mandant of the Staff College for three 
years, was proving himself one of 
the ablest heads of the thinking part 
of the army machine the British have 
ever had, one of the finest lecturers 
any ambitious young officer could wish 
to listen to on matters of milftary 
training. ; 

French’s Assistant 

When the Great War broke out Sir 
William went to France as Quarter- 
master-General in the field, This was 
a big job, indeed, for he had to supply 
the needs of the Expeditionary Force 
in every detail through those difficult 
and critical weeks when the army was 
constantly on, the, move from Mons. to 
Marne. Tue problems of feeding the 
army—-and Tommy will tell you that 
hever was the army so well fed as it 
has been during this war—were  se- 
verely complicated. when the base was 
suddenly transferred from Boulogne 
to never-mind-where-else in France. 
But the Quartermaster‘Weneral” was 
equal to all emergencies. ‘Meals al- 
ways punctual” seemed to be the mot- 
to of his department, and Robertson 
became popular’as the Man behind 
the Grub. 

When he became Chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff at Viscount French's head- 
quarters he had to scheme operations 
at the,front as ‘well as maintain sup- 
plies in the rear. Whether those 
plans of operations achieve successful 
results nécessarily depends on the 
skill and bravery with which they are 
arried out by generals, officers, snd 
men. in,the field. The ‘“best-laid 
schemes . ... aft gang agley,” we 
know, and possibly there have been 
times when “the Chief” has had occa- 
sion to say things and hard things, 
too!

Bother With Brake Bands
